Mason Introduces Resolution To Do 
Justice to Schley, but It Is Re- 
ferred—Hanna and Hale 
Clash Over Foreign 
Trade. 


Washington, January 2% -An effort Was 
made in the senate today} y Mr. Mason, 
of Illinois, to obtain cons )ration for a 
- joint resolution which he introduced ex- 
tending the thanks of congress to Rear 

Admiral Winfield Scott Schley ‘for his 
brave and able conduct while in com- 
mand of the American fleet at the victo- 
rious battle of Santiago.’’ The effort, 
however, was not successful. 

On motion. of Mr. Hale, the resolution 
was referred to the committee on naval 
affairs. 

Mr. Mason's resolution follows: 

‘“‘Resolved, That the thanks of congress 
be hereby tendered to Admiral Winfield 
Scott Schley for his brave and able con- 
duct while in command of the American 
flect at tbe victorious battle of Santiago, 
and, be it 

“Resolved, That a sword be presented 
to him by the secretary of the navy of 
the United States and that the sum of 

; or sO much thereof as may be 
necessary is hereby appropriated for the 
purpose of this resolution out of any 
money in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated, and 

“Resolved, That the secretary of the 
navy shall cause to be struck bronze med- 
als cOmmemmorating the battle of San- 
tiago and distribute the same to the 
jofficers and men under command of 
Bchley during said battle of Santiago."’ 

Schley Resolution Referred. 

Mr. M@son said the resolution was prac- 
tically identical with that adopted in the 
case of Admiral Dewey. 

‘“T think we would better let this res- 
elution go over,’ suggested Mr. Hale, 
chairman of the committee on naval af- 
fairs. “The matter involved is in 
controversy. It ought to go to a com- 
mittee.’’ 

.“I do net see that it is necessary,” 
“that the resotution 
should go to.a-committee...‘ft. is-g @tade- 
ment of a historical fact which:has been 
passed upon by the American people. 
Under the rules it can be read a second 
time and passed.’” 

When the resolution was read a second 
time Mr. Hale moved that it be referred 
to the committee on naval affairs. 

To this motion Mr. Mason objected, 
urging that the facts being known of 
all men every senator knew precisely 
how he would vote upon it. 

By a viva voce vote the resolution was 
referred to the committee on naval af- 
fairs. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, called up his 
resolution calling for the intervention of 
the United States government in behalf 
of Cémmandant Scheepers, of the Boer 
army. 

He explained that he had introduced 
thé resolution because his attention had 
béen directed to what seemed to be a 
violation of articles 1 and 5 of the Gen- 
éva convention. Since introducing the 
resolution, however, he ‘said, he had been 
informed by the Associated Press that 
the death sentence upon Commandant 
Scheepers had been executed last Satur- 


Teller Denounces England. 

“It is said,’ continued Mr. Teller, “that 
the resolution might be offensive to the 
government of Great Britain: but if the 
Geneva convention, to which both the 
United States and Great Britain were 
parties, means anything, it means that 
we should intervene in such a case. If 
, he was captured while lying in a hos- 

pital, Great Britain, in putting him to 
death, is guilty of assassination. 

“It is the business of this government 
to have ascertained the facte regarding 
this case and to have protested against 
this execution. Are we so pusillanimous, 
50 afraid of cffending the susceptibilities 
of Great Britain, as to have refrained 
from doing our duty in a case where hu- 
manity was about to be violated?’ 

Mr. Teller referred to what he said was 
Great Britain's efforts to destroy two 
struggling rcpublics and asserted that if 
the truth had been told by British offi- 
cers’ reports more Boers had been Slaugh- 
tered during the past ar than had been 
admitted by Great Brif@n to have been 
in arms in the whole of South Africa. 

Mr. Teller, in view of the executiun of 
Commandant Scheepers, asked inat the 
resolution be postponed indefinitely. 1t 
was so ordered. 

Consideration of the department of 
commerce bill was resumed. The pending 
amendment was that offered by Mr. Pet- 
tus, of Alebama, providing that the de- 
partment of labor be not transferred to 
the proposed new department. Mr. Pet- 
tus made a brief argument in support of 
his amendment, to which Senator Nelson 
replied. 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, strongly sup- 
perted Mr. Pettus’ amendment and urged 
that in the absence of some very good 
reason the protest entered by Samuel! 
Gompers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, against the transfer >f 
the department of iabor to the new de- 
partment ought to be heeded. 

. Hanna and Hale Clash. 

Mr. Hanna,:of Ohio, said the object of 
the new department was to enable the 
government t)» give more detailed atten- 
t:on to the great indusrial ‘nterests of 
the country in the course of its tre- 
rrendous development.

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HAMMBRED OUT HIS BRAINS 


Dean Copper, St. Louis Millionaire, 
Murdered in Bath House. 


MYSTERY CLOAKS TRAGEDY 


N egro in Charge of Bath Establish- 
ment Arrested—Women Figure 
in the Affair. 


St. Louis, January 23—A. Dean Cooper, 
treasurer of the Granam Cooper Com- 
pany, died here today as the result of 
injuries sustained in a mysterious man- 
ner while on a visit to a Turkish bath 
establishment at 3618 Franklin avenue 
last night. Wiliam A Strotner, the col- 
ored man in charge of the bath house, 
‘who tetils conflicting stories about tne 
affair, is under arrest and a diamond ring 
worth $1,500 anda valuable pin belong- 
ing to Mr. Cooper have been recovered 
trom their hiding place in the cellar of 
the ba'th house. Mr. Cooper’s injuries 
consisted of a fracture of tae skull. A 
sledge hanimer covered with blood and 
hair was found in the cellar. 

Strother said that about midnight a boy 
brought Mr. Cooper a note, which he re- 
fused to answer. The boy went away and 
soon after a man and two women én- 
tered. When he’ returned from the cel- 
lar, where he had gone to fix the fires, 
Strother says he found Cooper on tne 
couch unconscious. 

Strother later told the police that the 
two women and a man who had called to 
see Mr, Cooper caine in a carriage. He 
Said that he had admitted them to the 
cooling room and had returned to tne 
basement. He did not know, he saié, 
when they departed. 

Strother also said that two colored wom- 
en, Josie Houston and Florence Banks, 
had visited him in the basement last 
night. 

A few minutes after midnight Theo- 
dore Cooper, known as ‘‘Tod’’ Cooper, son 
of A. Dean Cooper, answered the door 
bet] at the family residence, 3713 Wasn- 
ington boulevard. Strother was at the 
door. 

“Your father has been hurt,” said ‘the 
negro to Young Cooper. ‘“‘He is over at 
the bath house now.”’ 

Witnout stopping to question the man 
closely, 'Cooper went to the Vista block. 
In the cooling room of the bath house 
on a cot in the middle of the long com- 
partment, he found his father, covered 
by a sheet. Physicians were immediate- 
ty called and the police notified. The 
latter made an investigation and discov- 
ered the blood-stained hammer. Young 
Cooper told the police that the ring usu- 
ally worn by his father was missing and 
they made another search, finding the 
eg a Pin in the cellar.

BIG STi== TRUST IN BRITAIN. 


Ten Million Dollars Paid Out in Ac- 
quiring Plants. 

London, January 23.—Guest, Keen & 
Company, of Dowlais and Cardiff, who re- 
contly absorbed the Cyfarthfa iron works 
and collieries, have, it is announced to- 
day, completed arrangemcnts to acquire 
the business of the Nettlefolds, big screw 
wire manufacturers, of Birmingham. 

The consideration is said to be about 
£2,000,000. Guest, Keen Company have 
already acquired the big steel works of 
Crawslay Brothers at Merthyr Tydvil, 
south Wales, and it is rumored that it is 
their intention to form a mammoth com- 
bine with several other large firms. 

The Daily Chronicle publishes an edi- 
toria] based upon the Guest, Keen & 
Company and Nettlefolds’ combine, which 
is a warning against the dangers of intro- 
ducing the trust system into Great 
Britain. 

The Chronicle contends that the success 
of Amcrican combines is not due to the 
intrinsic merits of the system, but to ca- 
pable and energetic management and that 
Great Britain ‘s pinning Its faith to a 
system of monopoly without imitating 
the encrgy which has worked such won- 
ders in the United States. 
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have not wasted our energies in a dream 
of what is called Oriental trude. We do 
not need additional markets.”’ 

Mr. Hanna replied that the United 
States had not conquered the markets of 
lurope and the taarkeis of the world 
were yet an unexplored field for us.

The 
secretary replied that Scheepers was sho? 
because he had been convicted of various 
offenses against the usages of war, in- 
cluding seven cold-blooded murders of 
natives and the flogging of a white man. 
Mr. Brodrick added that the fact that 
Commandant Scheepers was a prisoner of 
war carried no exemption from trial for 
murder or other violations of the rules 


: Of war.

WON AFTER A HARD FIGHT 


Defeated Former United States At- 
torney General Griggs—Dryden 
President of Prudential. 


Trenton, N. J., January 23.—The repub- 
lican caucus to select a candidate for 
United States senator to be supported 
during the present session of the legis- 
lature to succeed the late General Sew 
ell, selected on the. nineteenth ballot John 
F. Dryden, of Newark, president of the 
Prudential Insurance Company. On the 
nineteenth baHot he received exactly the 
necessary 32 votes. 

His principal rivals fn the contest were 
State Senator Stokes, of Cumberland 
county, and former United States Attor- 
ney General John W. Griggs. Congress- 
man Gardner, ex-Sheriff Baird, of Cam- 
den, and Barker Gummere, of Mercer, 
were also In the field, and while they 
received a fair amount of support in 
the early balloting, it was at no time 
doubted that the contest was between 
Messrs. Dryden, Stokes and Griggs. 

On the first ballot Mr. Dryden received 
19 votes, Mr. Gr) gs 15. Mr. Stokes 11, 
Mr. Gardner 5, Mr. Gummere 7. During 
the first dozen ballots the votes 
leasrs. Gardner, Baird and . 
filuethated a good dedi. while “ffie vote 
of Mr. Griggs remained stationary and 
that of Mr. Dryden increased to 24, and 
that of Mr. Stokes went up and down as 
the supporters of the other three south 
Jersey ‘candidates voted either for him 
on their own particular candidate.

PLANNED TO ROB STEEL TRUST 


Frenchman Schemed To Secure 200.- 
000 Tons of Material. 
Chicago, January 23.—A conspiracy by 
which the steel frust was to have been 
defrauded out 9% 200,000 tons of steel is 
charged against Chazles Jules Francis. 
alias Count DeNeufchateay, who was ar- 
rested here Monday for alleged failure 
to pay a hotel bill. Francois, who first 
said he was a French count, then that he 
was the son of a wealthy Belgian con- 
tractor, has been negotiating with the 
officials of the American Steel and Wire 
Company for more than a month. Tre 
local company, being but a branch of the 
trust had referred to headquarters his 
propositjon to purchase such a great 
amount of material on payment of only 
a fraction of the total price, and it ‘s 
said the deal was just about to be 

closed when his arrest came. 

The steel, the pseudo nobleman said, 
was for the use of the French govern- 
ment, which he claimed to be representing 
on a secret mission to buy supplies for 
the army. The steel was to be used 
Franccis saii, in the manufecture of ar- 
tillery, the making of armor for battle 
ships and by the engineer corps, in which 
he claimed to have the rank of brigadier 
| general, for wires and’ aprliances for bat- 
| the fleld operations. 

Francois had what he said were cre- 
dentials from the French atmy. The 
French consul in Chicago has declared 
that the seals borne hy these letters 
were not genuine,.

Proposed Concessions fo Cuba 
Are Bitterly Opposed by 
Louisiana Delegation, 


WOOD AND THE CUSANS 


ATTACKED BY WARMOUTH 


Charges That Wood Is Infatuated 
with Spanish Associates—Al-.. 
leged That Sugar Trust Is 
Behind the Movement 
for Reciprocity. 


Washington, January 2.—The Cuban 
reciprocity hearings before the ways and 
means committee today were devoted 
chiefly to the cane sugar interests of 
Louisiana, who are opposing the pro- 
posed concessions to Cuba on the ground 
that it will cripple the sugar production 
of that state. A number of large planters 
and manufacturers of the state were 
present, and the allied interests of beet 
sugar and tobacco, which are similarly 
opposed to concessions to Cuba, were 
also numerously represented. 

The opening statement in behalf of the 
Louisiana interests was made by J. D. 
Hill, of New Orleans, an extensive plant- 
er. He pointed out that there was no 
need of making an appeal in behalf of 
Cuba, as the island was gifted by nature 
so as to produce sugar at exceedingly 
low rates which could enter into fair 
competition with the rest of the world. 
He compared the status of Cuba with 
that of the south after the civil war, and 
showed that the south had worked out 
its own salvation without making ap- 
peals for special favors. Already hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars had been in- 
vested in sugar production in Louisiana, 
and the ihdustry was still far short of its 
full capacity.

Mr. Hill asserted that the sugar trust 
was behind the Cuban movement, and 
presented stetistic; to show that the re- 
sult of concessions to Cuba would make 
the sugar trust the real beneficiary, con- 
stituting that organization a _ colossal 
monopoly in Cuba. 

Ex-Governor Warmcuth, of Louisiana, 
made a vigorous speech, opposing concés- 
sions to Cuba, It was a proposition, he 
said, from ‘the syndicates and. grandees 
of Cuba who, had the cheek to come be- 
fore an American congress and ask that 
the industries of our people shall be de- 
stroyed so that they could make money 
out of our merchants. He referred to 
General Wood's activity in the movement, 
which indicated, Governor Warmouth 
said, that Governor Wood had become in- 
fatuated with Cuba and his Spanish as- 
sociates. This might be a part of the 
governor general's duty, but it had not 
improved the credit of Americans at 
banks. 

The speaker maintained that the Cubans 
who were urging this concession were 
buying their goods in Spain and Eng- 
land, and yet “had the cheek to come to 
an American congress for help.”” The 
poor Cubans, he said, seemed to have 
been entirely ‘“‘lost in the shuffile,”” and 
congress was now asked to take up the 
people who helped Spain to crush Ti¢ 
life out of the Cubans.

So General 0. 0. Howard Tells Com- 
mittee on Immigration. 


FOSTER SPEAKS FOR CHINA 


He Tells the Senators That Treaty 
Obligations Would-Be Violated 
by Passage of Proposed 
Law—Powderly Speaks 
for Labor. 


Weshington, January 93.—ix-Secretary 
of State John W. Foster appeared before 
the senate committee on immigration to- 
day 2nd spoke in opposition to the Chi- 
nese exclusion bills which have been in- 
troduced in eongress. His remarks were 
directed more particularly to the Mitchell, 
or the Pacific coast bill, which, he said, 
was a plain violation of our treaty with 
China. 


Mr. Foster submitted for the consider- | 


ation of the committee three positions. 
The first was that any law by the 
preeent congress whitch continued the 
exclusion of Chinese laborers beyond 1904 
would not only be without internationai 
authority, but would be in violation if 


treaty stipulations. 

His. second proposition was that the 
exclusion Jaws should not be made ap- 
plicable to al! our ineular possessions. 

Mr. Foster's third proposition was that 
the existing exclusion laws and the legis- 
lation proposed are in clear disregard of 
treaty stipulations. 

Mr. Fpster read from the remarks of 
Minister Wu before the committee on 
foreign relations last’ session, in which 
he spoke of ‘the indigaities and humilia- 
tions alleged to have been suffered by 
some of his people at the hands of our 
immigration officers. 

Major Gencral O. vy. Howard said he 
indorsed all that Mr. Foster had stated. 
He had come in contact with tne Chi- 
nese on the Pacific coast and character- 
ized the alleged undue diligence of Chi- 
nese Inspectors in the performance of 
their duties as ‘among the iniquities of 
the present execution of the exclusion 


law.” 


Senator McLaurin, of Mississippi, asked 
Mr. Foster if Mr. Wu'e statements were 
not ex parte. Mr. Foster responded that 
the statements had not been contradicted 
by the secretary of the treasury or the 
commissioner of immigration, and that 
those officers either did not give credence 
to them or failed in their duty. 

Mr. Powderly said the matter referred 
to by Mr. Foster kad been investigated 
and found to be without a scintilla of 
truth. Mr. Powderly brought to the 
committee room, in custody of a United 
States marshal, two alleged Chinese mer- 
chants, who, he said were fair samples 
of the “merchants”? Minister Wu nad re- 
ferred to. Thrceugh an interpreter the 
prisoners, Lee Sang and Chan Ling, ad- 
mitted they had entered the United States 
in 1897 on forged certificates alleging that 
they were merchants, and thut they knew 
of the deception. 

Campbell, a Chinese inspec- 
tor, said that in his opinion there were 
100,000 Chinese in the United States who 
were admitted cn false certificates.

Washington, January 23.—The house 
committee on agriculture today, by a 
vote of 12 to 5, ordered the report of an 
anti-oleomargarine bill which is even 
more restrictive than the original Grout 
bill. Thé otiginal bill placed a tax of 10 
cents per pound on oleomargarine and 
butterine colored to imitate yellow but- 
ter. The word ‘‘yellow’’ was struck out, 
thus making the restriction apply to !m- 
itations of white or any other kind of 
butter. Another change makes those 
who take uncolored butter and color it 
subject to all the taxes and penalties of 
manufacturers. When the committee 
met these amendments were agreed to by 
the foregoing vote.

With this escort he will proceed to the 
German embassy and a detail of engin- 
eers from ‘the Washington barracks will 
pe named as special guard of honor to 
watch the embassy day and night as 
long as the prince remains here. 

The second Sunday probably will be 
spent in Chattanooga and a visit will be 
paid to the great Chickamauga national 
park. ‘The third and last Sunday of the 
prince's stay in America will be spent 
in New York, where he will rest and per- 
haps visit some of the German social or- 
ganizations. In this way the committee 
has avoided the necessity of traveling on 
supday. 

Prince To Bring Presents. 

Berlin, January 23.—Admiral Prince 
Hienry of Prussia selected at the corrt 
jeweler’s this morning about fifty pres- 
ents for Americans with whom fhe will 
come secially in contact during his visit 
to the United States. ‘ 

The presents include several gold and 
Silver boxes set with diamonds. They 
have the -emperor’s monogram _ en- 
circled with diamonds enamelled on 
the lids, beautiful silver cups 
with “‘Hoheénzollern’’ enamelled on tanem, 
gold and silver cigarette cases on which 
his majesty’s autograph is traced in 
small diamonds, and small compasses in- 
closed in gold and silver boxes with 
“Honenzollern’’ enamelled on them, be- 
sides larger and more valuable gifts. A 
number of cuff links, brooches and scarf 
pins with initial “H’’ in diamonds are 
also included among the presents. The 
latter are intended for less important 
persons. 

Official secrecy is maintained as to what 
the emperor and Prince Henry will pre- 
sent to the president, Rear Admiral Rob- 
ley ‘D. Evans and Miss Alice Roosevelt, 
though it is well known that his majesty 
will send Miss Roosevelt a 
bracelet, and Prince Henry will probably 
offer the president a fine hunting gun 
with interchangeabie snot and rifle bar- 
rels, and its accompa nying equipment.

TO LONG HOME 


Famous President Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute Dies 
Suddenly at Auburn. 


HE ONCE FILLED A CHAIR 
AT GEORGIA UNIVERSITY 


In Recent Years Dr. Brown Has Been 
Conspicuous for the Work He 
Accomplished in Field of 
Technical Education. 


Auburn, Ala, January 23.—(Special.)— 
Dr. William LeRoy Broun, MM., LL.D., 
president of the Alabama Polytechnic in- 
stitute, died suddenly at his residence 
this morning. He was one of the fore- 
most educators of the country, and from 
time to time had been prominently asso- 
ciated with the leading educational insti- 
tutions of the south. 

In recent years he was conspicuous for 
the great work he accomplished as a 
pioneer in the field of technical educa- 
tion. Since 1884 he had been president of 
the Alabama Polytechnic institute, and 
under his wise and progressive guidancs 
this institution had been developed into a 
highly successful and widely known col- 
lege of applied science. This institution 
will sfand as 2° monument to his name. 
His death will be an immense loss to the 
cause of southern, indeed, of national, 
education. 

Dr. Broun was a native of Virginia, 
born in Loudon county in 1827. He was a 
distinguished master of arts of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, where he was a fel- 
low student and an intimate friend of a 
group of prominent southerners, inciud- 
ing Dr. J. A. Broadus, William Wirt 
Henry, Professor Frank Smith, of the 
University of Virginia, and others. 

In 1859 he married Miss Sallie J. Flem- 
ing, of a prominent family in Virginia. 
Jn 1852 he was elected to a chair in the 
college of Mississippi, and two years later 
became protessor of mathematics in the 
University of Georgia. He founded 
Bloomfield academy, in Virginia, in 1856 
and conducted that institution until the 
beginning of the civil war. In 1854-56 he 
‘was professor of mathematics in the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

Was a Confederate Soldier. 

In the confederate army he rose to the 
rank of lieutenant colonel in the ordnance 
department, and on account of his high 
mathematical and scientific attainments 
Was made commandant of the arsenal at 
Richmond... He, perhaps, gave the last 
order in that city directing the blowing up 
of the confederate arsenal. 

After the war Dr. Broun was professor 
of physics in the University of Georgia, 
and later president of the Georgia Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical college. In 1875 
and until he was professor of mathemat- 
ics at Vanderbilt and in 1883-84 professor 
of mathematics in the University of 
Texas, being the chairman of the faculty. 
Henry W. Grady, Chancellor W. B. Hill 
end many distinguished Georgians were 
Students under Dr. Broun. 

Dr. Broun Was a man of varied and 
accurate scholarship,.and of rare wisdom 
in the control of a great institution. 
Broadly founded in the principle of edu- 
cational science, he always planned wise- 
ly, and was the first to establish and to 
develop several new branches of scien- 
tific education in the south, such as 
T:anual training, electrical engineering 
and biology. His death is a source of 
profound grief to the entire community. ©

with appropriate honors under the 
nuspices of the college in Langdon hall 
Baturday,. January 25. All college exer- 
cises have been suspended until the serv- 
_fices are concluded

Portsmouth from $3,710,307 to $3,876,885 and 
at Mobile from $1,&89,324 to -$1,800,860, a 
tctal increase frem $83,114,434 to $14,8%0,- 
409, or $21,715,875. This represented 8 per 
cent of the total increase tn the value of 
kieadstuffs exports et all ports, the in- 
crease oat all ports outside of the souh 
having been but $3,475,377. 

Announcements of the week bear upon 
plans for developing certain lines of 
southern agriculture as a basis of manu- 
facturirg.

Yesterday we printed in our news 
coiuumns a brief but remarkable letter 
from ex-President Grover Cleveland 
touching upon the pending Cuban prob- 
lem in congress.

They do not emancipate the Cubans 
and they do not fill up the measure of 
our self-assumed obligations. 

Cuba is a country of peculiar con- 
ditions. Her chief industries are agri- 
cultural; her staples are raw sugar 
and tobacco. ine mass of her labor- 


i ORD and the prosperity of her general 
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'inferced by the strong recommenda- 


herce are both dependent upon 
her Baving a profitable market for 
those products. That market she can- 
not find abroad now, because of the 
incidents of her struggle for independ- 
ence, our intervention and her present 
inchoate governmental condition. Her 
only chance of self-support is to sell 
her sugar and tobacco to us, who need 
it, on terms that will afford her plant- 
ers, laborers and dependent commerce 
a@ reasonable margin of profit over the 
costs of production. 

If-it is asked what we are to get in 
compensation, if compensation must 
be considered, we are assured that 
Cuba can and will exchange the pro- 
ceeds of her sales in our markets for 
the products of our fields and factories 
that are her daily needs. All the wit- 
nesses on her side agree that this 

reciprocity will be dollar for dollar. 
That means the diversion to our trade, 
to cur farmers, forgemen and factors 
the millions of dollars that now go 
trom Cuba to those persons in Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Spain. 
Upon the pure exchange idea we can 
only be benefited by establishing this 
squitable reciprocity with Cuba.

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Atlanta Manufacturers’ Exhibit. 

The old-time and invincible Atlanta 
spirit is confronted with an appeal 
which must arouse all its energies and 
bring to pass one of its typical tri- 
umphs. 

The members of the chamber of 
commerce propose that an exhibit of 
Atlanta manufactures should be held 
in this city some time in the approach- 
ing April. The scheme is to gather 
into one comprehensive exposition 
samples of all the articles of trade 
which are made in and distributed 
{rom the industriai plants of the city. 
The idea is timely and such a dis- 
play will not only be attractive to 
curiosity, but cannot fail to be im- 
mensely helpful to.our commerce. 

The efforts which have been made 
during the last thirty years to build 
up various lines of manufacture in| 
this city have succeeded to an extent 
that is little understood even by our 
local people. It is not an unusual 
thing for some of our most intelligent 
and progressive citizens to manifest 
surprise when told of the extent and 
variety of these home industries. They 
have a vague notion that we make 
some cotton goods and cotton gins, and 
a good many paper bags, and a few 
shoes, but they really have no concep- 
tion of the multiform products in al- 
most every line of artisan industries 
that are daily turned out from the 
large and small factories of this city. 

The singular statement has been 
verified that retailers in Atlanta have 
purchased through jobbers and mer- 
chandise brokers in New York goods 
tnat were made inside our own cor- 
porate limits, and so paid on them 
treights and commissions that they 
otherwise should have saved. Not 
only so, but there is a large. commerce 
in the cities and towns within easy 
radius of Atlanta that ought to be 
entirely supplied from the factories of 
this city, and we know of no better way 
to bring the attention of our home 
people and of customers to the extent 
and character of our manufactured 
goods than by the exhibition which 
has been proposed. 

In it there should be gathered dis- 
plays of all the articles which are pro- 
duced by the machinery and handi- 
craft of our manufacturers and work- 
ing men. It would be a revelation, 
and we are sure that the results of it 
would also come in the nature of a 
revelation. Those who come to look 
upon these products of our progres- 
sive manufacturers, and who thus 
learn that we are able to supply goods 
in every Way equal to those made in 
other secuons of tne union, would 
find it to their advantage to give At- 
lanta their patronage. Thus a vast 
volume of trade would be brought to 
us which now goes to eastern mar- 
Kets. 

We cannot commend this enterprise 
and cooperation of our citizens more 


anything like the serious consequences 
‘which Mr. Bigelow sees in his. bewil-

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Prince Henry’s Visit. 

As an entertaining writer of books 
of travel Poultney Bigelow has al- 
ways stood high in literary circles, 
and thousands of admiring readers on 
both sides of the water have been led 
by the well-informed character of his 
writings to look upon him as some- 
thing of an authority upon matters of 
internaticnal interest, but judging 
from the hysterical tone of his com- 
ments upon the approaching visit of 
Prince Henry to this country it seems 
that he has parted company with his 
customary sound judgment and discre- 
tion and is in danger of forfeiting his 
good reputation. 

We have seldom read anything more 
flamboyant or pyrotechnic than the 
language in which Mr. Bigelow gives 
vent to his apprehensions concerning 
this contemplated visit from the royal 
prother of Emperor William. Just 
listen at this impassioned outburst! 
Says he: 

IT will not say that Prince Hentfy is 
coming to this country as a spy, out 
when here he will be expected to learn 
as much about the country as he can. 
He will learn the country’s military re- 
sources. When Germany learns of our 
weak condition naturally she will feel in- 
clined to take advantage of it, and with 
slight provocation will force a war. I 
will not set any time limit, but the day 
is not far off when the United States 
and this, the greatest military power of 
the world, will be struggling for su- 
premacy. 

While the disposition of the average 
American is very much like tinder and 
is apt to ignite on the application of 
the merest spark, there are perhaps 
few of us who are so weak-minded or 
ignorant as to get excited over what 
Mr. Bigelow says in the foregoing 
paragraph.

Manila, Philippine Islands.—The civil 
government ts just at the beginning of 
things, and yet it has- accomplished 
much. Many of the gravest problems 
which must eventually be met have not 
yet been tackled, for the time has not yet 
come, 

There is, for instance, that gravest of 
all problems, the treatment of the mo- 
nastic orders which have in the past 
been at the bottom of all the troubles 
with the people. These different socie- 
ties have acquired vast holdings of prop- 
erty, many of them very valuable, and 
it is claimed that much of it has been 
secured illegally. Under our treaty with 
Spain we are bound to protect the church 
in such property ks legitimacely helongs 
to it, and there is no disposition to do 
otherwise; but whether this treaty provi- 
sion will cover all of the property of 
the friars or whether much _ property 
which belonged to the government of 
Spain fs not now in the name of the 
church, are questions to be decided in 
the future. 

We paid Spain twenty million dollars 
for property belonging to the Spanish 
government out here. That is what the 
twenty million went for. Since the es- 
tablishment of the civil government there 
has been a quiet looking into the records 
concerning some of the properties which 
the church claims, and there is a very 
general belief that more than one val- 
uable piece should be transferred to the 
American government. 

Franchises in the Philippines. 

Then, of course, there is the great big 
problem of franchises. While the civil 
| government was not organized under the 
Spooner resolution with its direct provi- 
sion against the granting of any frat- 
chises, the spirit of that act of con- 
gress has been follewed by Governor 
Taft and his associates. No franchises 
whatsoever have been granted and the 
development of the islands has in some 
respects been held back in consequence. 

For instance, something should be done 
toward the extension of the franchise 
held by the street railroad company in 
Manila*or some new franchises should be 
granted under which a decent system 
could be inaugurated. The inhibition of 
congress is regarded by some to go 80 
far as to prevent the organization of 
corporations, business and otherwise, and 
a good deal of disappointment and delay 
has been occasioned by What seems to 
be a stretching of the meaning of that 
action of congress, probably warranted 
by a strict interpretation. But the civil 
government is not taking any chances. 
It has its hands full enough in organiz- 
ing municipalities, in providing the ways 
and means for running its own govern- 
ment, and in meeting the thousand and 
one smaller problems with which it is 
faced. 


Real Cabinet Does Business. 


The governor and his fellow-commis- 
sioners act as a sort cf cabinet te carry 
out what thev believe to be a desire and 
intention of the nresident. The governor 
is the head of the cabinet and has cer- 
tain executive duties which have been 
Aelegated to him to perform. The otlier 
eommissioners act as cabinet ministers 
and heads of the different departments, 
Judece Wrieht, for instance. has the de- 
partments of commerce and police: Pro- 
fessor Worcester has the department of 
the interior, under whick comes mining 
and forestry and everything bearing up- 
on the material resources of the islands; 
Mr. Moses has the department of educa- 
tion ard correlative work; Judge Ide has 
finanee and justice. 

The three Filipino commissioners, Dr. 
S. H. Pardo de Tavero, Senor Benito Le- 
garda and Senor Jose Luzuriaga, 19 not 
seem to have any distinct departments, 
but their work is of an advisory nature. 
As with vs at Washington, the members 
of the crbinet have dual duties—they are 
neads of departments and advisory min- 
isters at the same time. A great many 
matters crn be disposed of by each in 
the routine of his department, but there 
is also a very great deal which has to 
come before the commission, for natural- 
lv almost every day brings up rew ques- 
tions to be passed upon. All appoint- 
ments are made by the governor, put 
they have to be.approved by the com- 
mission. The commission is divided into 
a number of standing committees, and 
the Filipino members are at the head of 
a number of the most important. ‘They 
are considered very vaJuable members, 
especially on account of their knowledge 
of the island and of the people. 


The New Tariff Liberal. 

The commission has just finished its 
hearings on the new tariff, which is to go 
into effect the 15th of November. There 
has been a great dea! of interest man- 
ifested by the business men over this 
tariff, for naturally much depends upon 
it. Up to the present time, things have 
been going ahead under the old Spanish 
tariff. The new tariff has this Spanish 
tariff ase its basis, though there are very 
many points of difference. It has been 
made without any reference to the Ding- 
ley law, the sole idea being to make a 
tariff which will bring in sufficient rev- 
(nue to run fhe insular government, and

The new tariff, taken as a whole, is re- 


markably liberal for the republican ad- ~ 
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ministration to have promulgated. The 
very low tax upon the necessities of iife 
is a good deal cf a novelty in republican 
tariff legislation. It is a novelty also in 
Philippine tariff legislation, for the policy 
pursued by Spain was to tax thé necessi- 
ties of the people at the highest rates 
possible and to let in the luxuries en- 
joyed by the Spaniards and the wealthy 
Filipinos at the lowest possible rate. They 
had low rates on champagne and silks, 
for instance, and high rates on food 
stuffs: we have put the rates on cham-: 
pagne so high that it will cost as much 
in Manila as it does in the United States, 
tut the rates on flour and canned goods 
are very ligw. 
Spanish Fiures Worthless. 

With regard to the revenue-producing 
ability of the new tariff, everybody is at 
sea. Spanish figures are absolutely value- 
less for the reason that the custom house 
under Spanish rules was the head cénter 
of corruption. It is estimated that the 
government never did receive more than 
cne-fourth its legitimate revenues  be- 
cause of the constant connivance between 
importers and customs officials. For in- 
stance, a cargo of coffee which ought to 
pay a high rate would be shippéd in as 
beans, the accommodating customs offi- 
clal getting what he considered a fair 
percentage of the amcunt which the gov- 
erninert was “done” out of by that pleas- 
ant little subterfuge, and the dealer, of 
course, getting the rest in the shape of 
increased profits. 

Then there is not much in our own 
experience which is valuable in estimating 
the possibilities of the new tariff as a 
revenue producer. It is expected that the 
lower rates upon flour, canned goods, 
and other food stuffs from the United 
States will result in a much larger use 
of these articles than has ever been 
known before, but this is purely prob- 
lematical. The civil government js, how- 
ever, not worrying over the matter of 
revenue at present, as it has a surplus of 
something over $5,000,000 in gold in its 
treasury. 

One of the most important works un- 
dertaken by the civil government and one 
upon which a great deal of Money is 
going to Le expended is the eduéation of 
the Filipino youth. The salary roll of the 
department of education reaches $800,000 
a year now and is. expected to touch ¢t 
millon dollar mark very soon. In att- 
dition to this, there will bé an expenditufe 
of another half million for schools and 
other expenses. 1 cannot say that I envy 
the young men and women who have 
come Out here to engage in the labor of 
teaching the Fillpino idea how to shoot, 
but they are entering upon their duties 
with a degree of enthusiasm which tg 
most commendable and ought to bring 
good results. 

I have said something about Judge 
Taft, his ability and his personality. The 
Manila estimate of the commission gives 
him and General Wright credit for being 
the two big, broad members of the vody, 
the men Who are best able to grasp ques- 
tions of large policy. Judge Ide is con- 
Sidered valuable because he is one vf 
those men who takes an infinite pleasure 
in detail, «nd who will work out the fig- 
ures concerning things When it is neces. 
cary. He is generally accredited with at 
taching too much importance to small 
things, but there is general agreement 
that he is highly useful and makes a most 
excellent commissioner.

TRISH ARE READY TO REBEL 


Question Is Merely One of Expedien- 
cy—Mr. Wyndham Defends 
Government Policy. 


Pondon, January 23.—The debate on the 
address in reply to the speech from the 
throne was resumed in the house of com- 
moi.s today by John Redmond, Irish na- 
tionalist leader, who moved an amend- 
ment raising the whole question of Irish 
grievances. He declared that instead of 
remedying admitted wrongs, the govern- 
ment had fallen back on the o'd methods 
of coercion. The Irish people would yet 
teach Mr. Wyndham, secretary for Ire- 
land, to regret his rash refusal to grant 
the reasonable demands of Ireland in re- 
gard to’ the compulsory sale and pur- 
chase of land. There was no country in 
the world where crime was less frequent 
than ir Ireland, yet the coereion act, had 
been resurrected after a decade and had 
been ruthlessly applied. 

Scores, including members of the house 
of commons, had been unjustifiably {m- 
prisoned and trial by jury had been abol- 
ished. The whole intellect of Ireland was 
agiinst the government and in some cir- 
eumstamces resistance to the govern- 
ment was a duty and rebellion became 
mérely 2 question of expediency. Though 
a hundred years had passed since the 
unicn, the English rule of. Ireland still 
rested upon force and corruption. The 
Irlsh would never be well affected until 
they were masters of their own country. 

Replying to Mr. Redmond, Mr. Wynd- 
ham declared that no government ex- 
pected to settle the Irish question, but 
only honed to do a little toward im- 
proving it. He said that the land act of 
1881 was too drastic a measure, having 
produced a litigous war which had ruin- 
ed many people. The strongest argument 
against introducing compulsion into the 
purchase and sale of land, Mr. Wynd- 
ham said. was that such’ action would 
provoke every landlord and every tenant 
to fight from court t- court on every dis- 
putable point. He reiterated his convic- 
tion that the power of the United Irish 
League was declining, that it had odniv 
teventy-four branches and that it was 
having a prejudicial effect on economics. 
The present agitation. he declared, was 


ithe werk of a few determined persons 


and no man who was not a cur would 
hesitate to take such steps as were open 
to him to suppress this wretched form of 
bullying the government. He was deter- 
mined, he said, while dealing justly with 
Ireland to fi¢tht for liberty and the pro- 
tection of property.

Chinese Dowager Grants For- 
eign Ministers an Audi- 
ence but Is Invisible. 


NO KO-TOWING WAS DONE 
BY THE FOREIGN ENVOYS 


They Were Received as Representa- 
tives of Sovereigns Equal in 
Rank to the Chinese Em- 
peror—Sir Ernest Satow 
Makes Speech. 


—_—_——— 


Pekin, January 3.—The ministers of tha 
foreign powers here have attained the 
goal which fas b2en their aim since inter- 
course between China and the powers 
began. They have been received as repre- 
sentatives of sovereigns equal in rank to 
the Chinese empercr. 

The audienees yesterday between the 
emperor and the ministers were held in 
the innermost large hall of the Forbidden 
City. The emperor sat upon a dais behind 
a table. There were four princes at the 
back of his chair and a dozen officials at 
each side. 

The dowager empress was concealed by 
a screen, according to the stories of at- 
tendants, and remained invisible. The 
audience chamber was furnished orna- 
mentally in contrast to the dingy rooms 
which served for these audiences undey 
the old regime. 

The secretaries translated the addresses 
of the ministers, copies of which were 
handed to the empcror. The repjies were 
deiivered by Prince Ching. 

The emperor was sileat throughout the 
audiences, and remainei stolid and im- 
passive. 

Formerly the emperor replied to the 
ministers in Manchu, and the prince in- 
terpreted what he said. Today he ap- 
peared as an aut«~maton, and the secre- 
taries of the foreign ministers who were 
present report that he looked weaker, less 
intellectual and more chiidish than prior 
to the siege of the legations. 

Sir Ernest Satow, the British repre- 
sentative, made the following address: 

‘My august sovereign has charged me 
to express to your majesty his sincere 
desire to see the independence and the 
integrity of the Chinese empire maintained 
in tact, and that the prosperity and hap- 
piness of the Chinese people may be has3- 
tened oy the removal of cbstacles to the 
free exchange of commodities, by the ex- 
tension of manufactures and by the util- 
ization of the resources of the soil. 

“The wonderful improvements in the 
means of communication between differ- 
ent parts of the world, through the de- 
velopment of steam navigation, railways 
and telegraphs has brougnt all countries 
into much closer relations than was 
possible in former times. Thus the na- 
tions of the world are enabied to profit 
by the lessons to be learned from eacn 
other in government, in methods of edu- 
cation, in the administrations of justice 
and the application of the public wealth 
to the advantage of the whole people. If 
under the enlightened rule of your 
majesty the: barriers which in the past 
hindered the free and mutual advanta- 
geous intercourse of China with the rest 
of the world be completely removed and 
her domestic institutions wisely regu- 
lated, it is certain that China, advancing 
along the path of progress, will attain to 
a height of prosperity unknown in the

ON FEBRUARY 4 


Attorney General Knox Post- 
pones His Visit Here 
Indefinitely, 


PUBLIC BUSINESS KEEPS 
HIM IN. WASHINGTON 


Warden S. A. Hawk Returned to the 
City Yesterday — Expects To 
Receive About 150 Prison- 
ers from the North on 
February 4 and 5. 


Atterney General Knox will not visit 
Atlanta at present as was expected, In 
fact his visit has been postponed indefi- 
nitely on account of urgent public busi- 
ness, and it may pe some weeks before he 
comes here, if ha comes at all. 

Warden S. A. Hawk,-of the new federal 
prison, returned to the city yesterday from 
Washington, where he hag been for sev- 
era] days past on business connected with 
the prison, and on his arriva] here found 
a telegram from Major Frank Strong, 
special agent of the @€partment of jus- 
tice, containing this information. The tel- 
egram reads as follows: 

‘Warden S. A. Hawk, U. 8. Peniten- 
tiary, Atlanta, Ga.—Trip of attorney gen- 
eral indefinitely postponed, owing: to busi- 
ness demanding the attorney general's at- 
tention. FRANK STRONG, 
“Special Agent Department of Justice.” 

Mr. Hawk regretted very much that Af- 
torney General Knox had decided not to 
come to Atlanta. He said, however, that 
he did not think this would interfere with 
the prompt acceptance of the new prison 
and arrangements for opening it for busi- 
ness. When he left Washfngton Wednes- 
day evening all arrangements had been 
made for the trip, and it is thought some- 
thing came up suddenly to cause its post- 
ponement. 

The architect, W. S Eames, of St». 
Louis, is expected to come to Atlanta 
within the next day or two to pass upon 
the work, and Major Frank Strong will 
probably come with him. It is probable 
the prison will be accepted promptly upon 
their report. 

Will Opex. February 4. 

The new prison will open for business 
on February 4. On the afternoon of that 
day prisoners will begin coming here from 
five prisons in the north, and by Feb- 
ruary 5 or 6 there will be 150 of them 
here. 

‘These arrangements were made as the 
result of ‘Warden Hawk’s trip to Wash- 
ington. A commission has been appoint- 
ed to ‘visit the United States prisons at 
Columbus, Ohio; Moundsville, W..Va., and 
at three places in New York state, and 
the 150 prisoners to come here will be 3e- 
lected from these places, It is expected 
they will be principally convicts sent to 
the penitentiary from southehrn states. 

Prisoners will also be sent here from 
all of the United States courts ‘in the 
south. There can be 750 prisoners accom- 
modated. here, and always one more if 
necessary. 

For the present the number of guards 
will be only fifteen, as announced yester- 
day. It is intended to have about one 
guard for every ten or fifteen men. When 
the number of prisoners increases the 
guards will be increased right along up 
to thirty, which is the limit under the 
present appropriation. 

Georgia fared pretty well in the appoint- 
ments to positions at the federal prison, 
and Warden Hawk, who has taken aa 
interest in this feature, is much gratified 
that this is so. Out of the twenty-nine 
appointments made so far, Georgia has 
received thirteen, or nearly half. 

Blanchard E. Hiatt, who has just been 
appointed record clerk, is from Ohio. He 
will reach the city within the next day 
or two. 

There is still a second engineer and 
chaplain to be appointed, and it is said 
one of these may be a Georgian.

London, January 2%4.—The artist corre- 
Spondent of The Graphic, who has been 
following the case of Miss Stone, the 
captive American missionary, telegraphs 
from Djoumai Bala, Salonica, that the 
captives are now in Bulgaria, eight hours 
dista¥ : e frontiey. 

The correypondent says that Mr. Gar- 
giulo, the dragoman of the American le- 
gation at Constantinople, who is negotiat- 
ing for Miss Stone’s release, is convinced 
that owing to the strictness of the Turk- 
ish cordon no body can clandestinely 
cross the frontier.

S0 as to induce the brigands to bring the 
captives over the frontier.

TWO NEW WARDS PROPOSED 


Committee of Revision Committee 
Considers Matter. 


MAY EXTLND CITY LIMITS 


Secretary Cooper Is Preparing Data 
«To Show Population and Taxable 
Wealth Near‘the City. 


During a meeting of the subcommittee 
of the city charter revision committee 
yesterday morning the advisability of 
extending the present limits of the city 
was discussed at length. This commit- 
tee also has under consideration the ques- 
tion of rearranging the wards. 

Members of the committee expressed 
themselves in favor of dividing Atlanta 
into nine wards, one in the center and 
the other eight arranged around it like 
the spokes of a wheel. The size of the 
wards, it was stated, would depend large- 
ly upon the density of population, some 
wards being larger than others. 

The plan-of having councilmen elected 
by the ward in which they resided and 
the aldermen elected by the city at 
large was also discussed; the representa- 
tion in council to be determined by the 
number of taxpayers in the wards. 

Secretary Cooper was requested to pre- 
pare, for the consideretion of the com- 
mittee, data cover§g Me population and 
taxable wealth of the territory within 
one-quarter of a mile of the present 
city limits, excepting places like West 
End and Inman Park, where the present 
limits may extend 2 miles from the center 
of the city. 

The committee will hold its next meet- 
ing on the morning of January 90.

Rate Case of Interest to the South Is 
Decided. 

Washineton. Januarv 23.—The interstate 
commerce commisg¢ion today decided what 
constitutes just freight rate relaticns 
from Cincinnati and Louisville to Norfolk 
and Wilmineton. N. C., should be adopted 
as a fair basis for relative rates from 
St. Louis and Chicago with the modifica- 
tion in favor of the carrters, that the re- 
adjustment may be adopted on the basis 
of the East St. Louis rates and estab- 
lished practice of charging practically 
the same rates from St. gouts and Chi- 
cago to Wilmington be continued. 

The commission says that substantial 
complianée with this adjustment rule 
would result in making the rates from 
Chicago, St. Louts and East St. Louis 
to Wilmington 135 per eent of the rates 
in force from East St. Louis to Norfolk.

Washington, January 23.—The consid- 
eration of the urgent deficiency bill, 
which has been under debate In the 
house since Monday, was completed to- 
day, but owing to the lateness of the 
hour, the vote onthe passage of the 

bill was postponed until tomorrow. 
A successful effort was made to in- 
crease the pay of rural free delivery 


carriers from $600 to $600 per annum. 
Mr. Hill, of Connecticut, made the mo- 
tion to increase the appropriation for this 
purpose. It was resisted by Mr. Cannon 
and Mr. Loud, chairman of the postoffice 
committee, on the ground that the meth- 
od was irregular, but the members with 
rura] constituenciés supported it and it 
was adopted—109 to 78.

MILE TRACK 
FOR ‘PIEDMONT 


Plans on Foot To Hold Big 
Racing Meets in 
Atlanta. 


PARK MAY BE LEASED 
TO JOSEPH L. ULLMAN 


Sixty Days’ Option on the Property 
Was Given Yesterday—Ullman 
Proposes To Build a Mile 
Race Track at the 

: Grounds. 


If present plans materialize Atlanta 
will soon be the scene of a big race meet 
and will be given one of the finest tracks 
in the United States. Joseph F. Ull- 
man, the well-known racing man of 
New York, yesterday secured from the 
directors of the -Southern Interstate 
Fair Association a sixty day option on 
the Piedmont park property, with the 


object in view of making this city a 
racing center. The option was granted 
at a meeting held in the Fourth nation- 
al bank. 1 

Mr. Ullman’s fntention is to construct a 
mile track in Piedmont park, erect a 
handsome and costly grand -stand and 
other necessary buildings, and to convert 
the park into a place of beauty. If at 
the end of sixty days the plans con- 
templated have worked out satisfactorily, 
the New Yorker will lease the park 
and proceed with his project. If he 
abandons the idea then the option will be 
void. 

Mr. Ullman states that if the con- 
struction of a mile track is found im- 
practicable he will proceed with the 
race meet on the present half mile track, 
provided all of the conditions are favora- 
~ble. He appears enthusiastic over the 
prospects and the'indications are that 
racing is assured for Atlanta, 

City Engineer Clayton and Mr. Ullman 
yesterday inspected the park property 
and the city engineer will prepare plans 
of the new mile track, showing the 
amount of work that will be necessary 
and estimating the cost. Mr. Ullman 
is associated with Tobe Wall, who is 
conducting the race meet in Charleston, 
and other eastern racing men. He will con- 
fer with them, reporting on -the situation 
as soon as Engineer Clayton's plans are 
submitted, Should they then not decide 
to buiid the track, it is likely that they 
will proceed to lease the park and con- 
duct the meet on the half mile track.

N unusual scene was enacted yes- 
A terday afternoon before Judge John 

S. Candler, in the criminal superior 
court, when gray-haired and battle- 
scarred veterans, heroes of the southern 
cause, battled on the witness stand oven 
the character of one of their comrades. 
Several old soldiers went on the stand 
to swear away the good character of that 
particular veteran, while others defended 
it and declared it to be good. 

The case on trial was that of Jule 
Wylie, charged with larceny from the 
person. J. R. Stringer, a confederate 
veteran, was the principal witness for the 
state, and the defense endeavored to im- 
peach his testimony, putting his charac- 
ter in issue. 

Another feature that added a unique 
tinge of uniqueness to the trial was the 
fact that Solicitor Charley Hill repre- 
sented the state, and his son, Attorney 
Harvey Hill, represented the defense. 
Father and son were pitted against each 
other in a legal fray, and each put forth 
his energies to get the better of the con- 
test. WhHe the son endeavored to break 
down the reputation of the hero of the 
sixties, the father as strenuously upheld 
thet reputation and defended it from at- 
tack. 

Stringer was formerly an inmate of the 
Confederate Soldiers’ home, and several 
of his comrades there were put up to im- 
peach him. 

Practically the same questions, were 
asked each of them. It was a trying 
ordeal, however, and scme of the veter- 
ans flinched, almost showing the white

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MR. HURT GIVES VIEWS ON 
STREET CAR TAX QUESTION 


N interesting feature of the morning 
session of tne special tax committee 
of council yesterday was the address 
deliyered by Joel Hurt, former presidept 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany. 

After telling of his long connection wiih 
‘he street railway system of Atlanta and 
of his stand in favor of consolidation, he 
went or to s@y that; as to the ad valorem 
tax, he thought the attitude of the request 
of the companies ought not to be granted. 
Ha stated he did not think the city ought 
to bind itself to any particular valuation 
on the properties for any number of years. 
It was not reasonable or in accordance 
with the returns made throughout the 
‘tate on.all other properties, he said. Mr. 
Hurt asserted that a franchise tax in 
yeorgia was a thing which ought never 
to be passed, because he thought that it 
was calculated to drive awuy investments 
which dre intended to build up the state. 
He considered if the city got returns on 
the actual investment that was enough t9 
ask. 

Continuing, he asserted that he thought 
the ad valorem tax shou'd take care of 
itecif. He did not consider it right to 
bind the city down jo a limit on the ad 
valorem tax: He argued that consoijidas 
tien was in the interest of the public arf}, 
could not. therefore, be objecied to. He 
declared that every dollar that could ve 
derived from these properi.es ought to be 
spent on them during the next five years 
in order to do justicé by thé public. ‘Good 
service is what you are aiming at,”’ said 
he. “The compensation to the city is not 
only in the paving «nd good service, Dut 
it is in the fact of a reduced rate of fare 
to the company’s patrons. Ncw as io an 
income tax, it ought te be upon the re- 
ceipts derived. It ought not to be upon 
ihe whole. properties, because the wiguce 
you fix an income tax upon the whole 
properties (I mean those outside as well 
as those inside the city) you immediately 
an embargo upon the extension of 
these lines into the communities arour#l 
Atlanta. 

“If you have got to put the income tax 
upon them at all, put it upon the proper- 
ties in the city, but do not say to a rail- 


road that is going through Decatur or | 


Eaet Point that if it go there you put a 
penalty on it for the bonefit of Atlanta. 
These other towns may want some benefit 
themselves. and the general law may give 
{i to them.” 

Should Get All It Can. 

In answer to a question as to whether 
he thought the city should decline to ac- 
cept the percentage (tax, Mr. Hurt -said: 
“No, I think you ought to get all you 
can.” As to what he thought the com- 
panics could afford to pay, he had this to 
Sey: 

“They cannot afford to pay 
dollar for several years to come. Every 
eent that will be realized from these 
pfoperties, in the way of an income, 
they will need to put upon the proper- 
ties to give you good servicé. Anything 
they will give you out of that will be 
that much gain, and I would take it, 
provided I did not cripple the properties. 
I think after three years 1 per cent 
would be a full requirement as an in- 
come tax on these properties. [I think 
after five years’ time, if you could agree 
upon a basis of 2 per cent income tax, 
you would get then what Massachusetts 
gets for the whole life of a corpora-

If you can get more than that, and they 


are willing to pay it, I tell you to take 


it. If you can leave the ad valorem 
tax out and get 2 per cent, I would say 
to take it. and if you can get 3 per cent, 
why do that. 

“Now as to a percentage tax, how 
are you going to apply the percentage 
tax? The Massachusetts rule is a good 
one. It is the best rule IT have seen 
at all. They have fixed a rercentate 
tax of 2 per cent. That applies to the 
municipality, according to the number 
of miles of track in the municipality. 
Ten vears from todav the receipts from 
these railways outside of the city will 
be far greater than inside the city. If 
these neighbgring towns wil hold out to 
the railways that we will not tax vou 
for coming here. that may be taken as 
some compensation for going there and 
bearing the burden. Estimate the mile- 
age in the city, including double tracks. 
and if the mileage inside the city ig 70 
per cent of the entire. system, the gross 
receipt tax should be levied upon only 
70 per cent of the gross receipts.”

New Orleans, January 23.—Notwithstanding

A report was issued say- 
ing that 725 towns show 475,000 less stock 
than last year and 17,000 replies indicate a 
crop of 9,500,000 with only 8 per cent un- 
me.keted. This ir certainly sensational, and 
it is questionable whether many will give much 
credence to such 9 report, which *s absurd on 
its face and being similar to a document is- 
sied by him in February, 1900, in which ke 
thovght it unlikely that sovthern holders would 
have 5 per cent of the crop in their hands 
after March |. During the month of March 
alone 6 per cont was marketed then, or | per 
cent more thar allewed by him for the bal- 
ance of the gcason. About tw» we-ks ago the 
feme perty predicted a sharp f2lling off in 
Jérvvery this year, and estimated the amount 
in sight would be less than 1,000,000. These 
figuies aré already in, and it locks as if he 
has underestimated the January movement by 
over 200,000. Considerable capital has been 
mace about small stocks in the Interior, and 
it is always claimed that such is the case 
about this time every year. For six weeks 
past, in comsequence of the supposed ex- 
hausticn, a perpendicular falling off in re- 
ceipts was predicted, but not borne out by 
facts. Such being the case, we :uggest that 
our friends be infivenced by facts and not 
theories, because the latter appear to be cir- 
culated to mislead th> public. Trade reports 
from Europe are unsatisfactory, stil! we think 
t.e future course of values will be ruled prin- 
cipally by the movement and demand for spots. 


W. E. Small & Cove Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 23.—The market was as 
furprisirg today as yesterday. At the open- 
ing buying in of yesterday's short cotton 
Started ar‘ this carried the level up several 
roints from the starting figures. On the ad- 
vance the supply of cotton seemed limited, 
and when light New Orleans figures were re- 
ceived the price shot .up to 8.15 for May in 
the most surprising fafhicn. Shorts covered 
generaliy, and the entire situation seemed the 
reverse of yesterday’s weakness. An esti- 
mats on the stock; inthe interior, placing the 
figures at 500,000 bales below last year’s 
figures, started some buying and the market 
grew quite active. The way prices broke last 
night and advanced today reveals the uncer- 
tainty in the cotton situation as it exists. A 
market that can recover.so quickly is not one 
to be short of. . Reports now show light stocks 
in the interior, and if recefpts fall off sharply 
from now on there will be an advance, but 
until this decrease takes place we can only 
advise buying on breaks to take profits in any 
advarce.

| THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 23.—There was no return 
of enimation to the stock market today and 
tre bulk of the smal: operations was confined 
to a short list of stocks, which advanced quite 
¢:trongly from the influence of special causes. 
Even in these the dominant professional ele- 
mer.t was evident in the selling to tak- profits 
on the advance. There wes a movement in 
Vanderbilts, which wés-apparently stimulated 
by essertions that part of the new stock issve 
of the New York Central was to be exchanged 
for that of Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis, but the movement spent its force in 
th: course of the day. St. Lawrence and, Ad- 
irondiack was marked up over 4 points appar- 
ently cn the expectztion that it would be taken 
over by the New York Central. The recently 
prevalent strength of the loca! traction stocks, 
led by Metrojolitan street railway, continued 
for a time today, but the whole group suc- 
cumbed to realizing. Sugar succeeded to the 
leadership of the market, and late in the day 
was iifted 3% points over last night. Am ad- 
vance of 3 points in the price of product and 
repor.s of an agreement at Washington 1look- 
ing to the free entry of Cuban raw/ products 
had a rather bearish influence. Reports of 
an igreement between the packing houses and 
the western railroads to maintain the rates 
bad a stimulating effect-on the Pacifics, Gran- 
gers ani Southwesterns. Missouri Pacific led 
with a rise of ovez 2 points. WUealings in the 
railrcads were on a smaller scale. ‘There are 
growing symptoms of a plethora of money at 
all of the great centers of capital. Today's re- 
duction in the Bank of Engiand’s discount rate 
was coitrary to expectation, as large collec- 
tion of ‘axes were expecte i to deplete the Lon- 
den money market et this tiine. Today's state- 
ment of the Bark of France shows such an ac- 
cumulation there as to offer little inducement 
to call home capital, but Berlin seems the 
center of greatest redundancy, as is shown by 
the fact that Berlin has been buying bills in 
the London money market and easing the dis- 
count rate there while in the very act of sub- 
scribing sixty times over for the proffered 
government loans of $75,000,000. There is @ 
continued accumulation of money in New York 
also, but without the stimulating effect on 
speculation which is nemnifest at other great 
money centers. <A remarkable condition here 
is the fact thac very long-time loans, running 
into the millions of -lollars, are being nego- 
tiated at interior domestic points for New York 
account,

New York, January 22.—Wheat: The trae 
was activé today and prices showed further 
decline. The cables were disappointing again, 
and there was very little in the way of foreign 
trade in the market. If ie true that clearances 
from America are large, but they are mainly 
from’the Pacific coast or Manitoba wheat, For- 
eign trade is small, both of cash and futures. 
The weather was colder, but accompanied by 
snow in the northwest, and the map shows an 
extension of the snow-covered area well down 
toward the central lines of winter wheat sec- 
tion. It was cloudy with more snow predicted 
today. Receipts were liberal in the northwest 
and St. Louis, which was very strong yester- 
day, was lower. 

Corn was weak and active. Chicago broke 
I%c at the opening and other markets were 
S.c lower. The break west was on reports of 
increasing offerings from the southwest, while 
Kanegas City was reported very weak, with the 
demand slacking off in the southwest. Trade 
during the morning was unsettled with early 
break, the market turning weak toward noon, 
losing I1%@2c with actual liquidation. 

Provisions-—-The market was fairly steady 
during the morning with somewhat smaller live 
hog receipts, although the movement wae large 
and quality of the hogs has improved mate- 
rially. showing a much better average weight 
compared with last year than they did in De- 
cember.

Charles W. Dill, a pioneer and wealthy 
citizen of Atlanta, died yesterday after- 
noon at & o'clock at his home in Oakland 
City.

PROTEST AGAINST 
CHARTER 15 FILED 


Members of Council Fighting Consoli 
dation of Street Railways. 


CHARTER NOT YET ASKED FOR 


Protest Filed in the Office of Secre- 
tary of State Phil Cook—Secre- 
tary Cook Has Nothing 
To Say About the 
Matter. 


‘The names of Counc!imen John C. Reed 
and James L. Key and Alderman W. M. 
Terry and Clty Attorney Mayson are 
signed to a protest which was filed in 
the office of Secretary of State Phil Cook 
yesterday against the granting of a char- 
ter to the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Compary under which, it is saki, a con- 
solidation of the etreet railways of Atlan- 
ta and Fulton county is contemplated. 

The application for charter has not yet 
been filed with the secretary of state, but 
it is expected that it will be forthcoming 
within the next few days. 

Secretary Cook said yesterday that as 
the application had not yet been filed it 
would be impossible for him to make any 
statement with ‘regard to the matter. 

It is known, however, that under the 
decisions of the supreme court the secre- 
tary of state can take no action prevent- 
ing the granting of a charter unless the 
appiicaticn for the charter fails to con- 
form to the general law governing such 
matters. If that law is conformed to in 
making the application it is obligatory on 
the secretary of state to issue the char- 
ter. He cannot even be stopped from do- 
ing so by injunction under decisicns 
which have been rerdered in the matter. 

The protest, however, will doubtless re- 
ceive due consideration, and it is expect- 
ed there will be a hearing in the matter 
before anything is done. 


What the Protest Says. 
The protest as filed by the members of 
covncil mentioned reads as follows: 


Atlanta, Ga.,- January 23.—To the ~Hon. 
Philip Cook, Secretary of the State of Geor- 
gia: Mr. H. M. Atkinson and others have 
published a notice of application to you, as 
secretary cf state, for incorporation as a street 
and suburban railway company, under the 
name of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company, a copy of which published notice is 
hereto attached as exhibit ‘‘A.’’ 

The city of Atlanta has by appropriate reso- 
lution appointed the undersigned as a com- 
mittee to appear in opposition to the grant of 
said charter as prayed, ard to respectfully pro- 
test against its favorable consideration, and, 
in obedience to said appaintment, we do now 
appear, and by your permission, protest theretu 
on the following grounds: 

|. We insist that the corporate powers and 
privileges of the secretary of state as author- 
ized to issue and grant to street railway com- 
panies are limited to the construction, equip- 
ment, maintenance and operation of such rail- 
ways, and no authority ts vested in sald officer 
to grant to a proposed street railway corpora- 
oo the power to purchase and own existing 

nes, 

2. We insist that the streets of a city cannot 
be granted to a etreet railway company for 
the purpose of transporting property thereon. 

3. We insist that the city of Atlanta must 
first consent to the occupancy of its streets by 
@ street railway company before authority can 
be granted. to such railway eompany to con- 
struct or operate its lines thereon, and that 
no such consent has been granted to the ap- 
plicants or said proposed company in the pres- 
ent instande. 

4. We insist that 101 years is too long a term 
to grant -appHicants, and thet thirty years 
is the usual and proper term and _ should 
be the term provided as the Hfe of the proposed 
charter. 

5. We insist that the secretary of state has 
no authority to authorize the incorporation of 
companies for the purpose of owning and oper- 
ating steam heating plants or to condemn prop- 
erty for that purpose. 

6. We insist that the secretary of state has 
no authority to authorize street railroad com- 
panies to sell and transfer its privileges and 
franchises over the streets of a municipality 
and without its consént. 

7. We insist that the secretary of state is not 
empowered to authorize the construction of a 
Street railroad upon any and all streeta of a 
municipalitr,.unless such streets are set out 
and defined in the application therefor. 

8. We insist that this application discloses 
& purpose to purchase and operate the street 
rafiroads of the city of Atlanta under one 
charter and thereby secure a consolidation of 
said railroads, and in so deing lessen compe- 
tition, We charge that upon the streets set 
forth in said application there are existing line 
or lines of street railways and that the pro- 
posed incorporation is for the | pur- 
pose of consolidating satd lines into one 
company, by which competition will be lessen- 
ed and monopoly established. We protest that 
this is a violation of the conatitution and 
laws of this state and therefore should not re- 
ceive the approval of this department. 

9. We insist that the city of Atlanta has 
heretofore consented to the use of the said 
streets by the several street railroad com- 
panies now occupying same, and that these 
consents will expire with the expiration of the 
present charters of said railroads, or jight 
conpanies, or as fixed in the ordinances grant- 
ing permission for such uses. We insist that 
the consents so granted constituted contracts 
between the city and said companies, and this 
honorable. department should not authorize a 
transfer and merger of these privileges, con- 
eents and franchises without providing that 
same shall expire at and upon (the dates of the 
charters of the constituent and abecrbed com- 
panies, or as now -provided tin the ordinances 
and consents of the city of Atlanta. 

10. We insist that the application Is defective 
in that it fails to set forth what porfien of said 
streets the applicants propose to occupy, or the 
number of rails they propose to lay. 

ihe power and privileges, to-which the above 
objections are made, are petitioned for in the 
application of Mr. H, M. Atkinson, and others, 
and we must respectfully protest against the 
grant thereof and pray that the same be de- 
nied and said anvplication refused,

MARIETTA OIL 
PURE KEROSENE 


And Pure Kerosene, Says Dr. 
McCandless, Does Not 
Come from Ground. 


ONLY SAMPLE HE EXAMINED 
WAS ONE OF REFINED OIL 


Oil, However, Has Been Found in 
the Artesian Water of Albany. 
Not Likely To Pay Unless 
a Gusher Can Be 
Found.

There appears to be some question 
about the find of oil claimed to have 
been made in Cobb county, acording to 
a statement made yesterday by State 


Chemist McCandless. 

A sample of the alleged find was car- 
ried to the state chemist, and upon ex- 
amination he pronounced it pure kero- 
sene, reamrking: 

‘‘And pure kerosene 
the ground.”’ 

Reports -have been sent out from Ma- 
rietta for the last two or three days 
to the effect that large finds of oil had 
been made there, principally on the 
place of George B. Nigh, about a mile 
and a half southeast of Marietta. It was 
claimed that the grass was found on 
one occasion to be on fire, and the spe- 
cial dispatches sent out stated that a 
sample of the material which was found 
oozing from the ground had been sent 
to State Chemist McCandless and pro- 
nounced by him to be oil. 

“Mr. Nigh came into my office with a 
bottle containing water and an oily sub- 
stance,’’ said State Chemist McCandless 
yesterday. 

“I smelled it and it smelled like kero- 
sene, and examined it and found it was 
kerosene,” the state chemist confinued. 
“It was pure kerosene, and refined oll 
does not come out of the ground. Fur- 
ther than this, I know nothing about 
the matter. But the dispatches from 
Marietta have put me in the wrong light. 
That was the only sample of oil from 
Marietta IT examined, and'I know it could 
not have been taken from the ground.”’ 

It was after this inspection by the 
state chemist, however, that reports of 
the oil finds near Marietta were sent 


out. 
Oil Found in Albany. 


State Chemist McCandless has exam- 
ined samples of the oily substance sent 
him from Albany, and out of about a 
pint of artesian water he extracted a 
smal} phial full of crude oil. 

“That is crude oil all right,’’ he said. 
speaking of the sample which he held 
in hfs hand, “and the only question is 
whether it can be found in paying quan- 
tities. In order to get oil so that it 
will pay a regular gusher must be 
found by tapping an underground lake 
or deposit of oil. They may find such 
a deposit by further boring around Al!1- 
bany.”’ 

The people of Albany have for some 
time been. under the impression that there 
was oil in their neighborhood, and sam- 
ples of an oilv substance were gent to 
the state geologist some time ago. These, 
however, were pronounced some other 
substance. This did not stop the inves- 
tigations, and the Albany people seem 
to be getting somewhat closer to the 
matter than they were before.

After this speech the recorder sen- 
tenced six negroes and two white men 
to the city chaingang for thirty days, 
the charge against the prisoners being 
idling and loitering. 

Chief Ball has started his crusade 
against the vagrants and the members 
of the police force have been instructed 
to arrest all persons found loafing about 
on the streets without employment. 

There has recently been so many cases 
of stealing and robbery that Chief Ball 
has deemed it advisable to rid the city 
of the loafers in order to put a stop to 
the lawlessness. 

It is estimated that there are at least 
five hundred men in the city who are 
loafers. Many are kept up by their hard- 
working wives and sisters and many 
either beg or steal. 

Let ta fire break out in the city and 
nearly a thousand mén and youths will 
stand and watch it all day and half of 
the night, having no employment to 
otherwise engage thetr attention. 

Lately at night crowds of idle negroes 
have been walking about on the streets. 
Hereafter these must give an account 
of themselves or else work a month in 
the chaingang. 

Chief Ball stated yesterday that he 
believed he had a plan by which he 


would quickly rid the city of vagrants. |

RAILWAY NOTES. 
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A., K. and N. Will Extend. 

The many rumors as to the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern which. have had 
currency during the past few days 
have narrowed down until now it seems 
that the only thing which may be rated 
as certain ‘is that the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern will build into Atlanta. 

The Seaboard has not purchased or 
leased the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern and no such deal has been under 
consideration say the officials of both 
roads. This. of course, puts an end 
to the rumor that the Seaboard woulé 
in the near future secure a connection 
with the Illinis Central through the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern and the 
Tennessee Central, 

President John Skelton Williams, of the 
Seaboard Air Line was seen in Savan- 
nah yesterday by a representative of The 
Constitution and denied emphatically that 
the Seaboard had acquired the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern, or that any 
effort had been made to acquire it. 

Vice President E. C. Spalding, of the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, yester- 
day received a telegram from President 
McHarg, saying that there was no truth 
in the story that the Seaboard had se- 
cured corfrol of the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern. 

When questioned as to the probabjlity 
of the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern's 
building into Savannah Mr. Spalding de- 
clined to make any definite statement. 
However, it is thought that this exten- 
sion is assured, as the mortgage filed 
in Knoxville specifies that the money 
obtained from the proposed issue of 
bonds 1s to be used in extending the road 
to Atlanta. 

That the officials of the road have 
long desired to build into the city is well 
known among the railway men of the 
city and now that the financial arrange- 
ments which will render this work possi- 
ble have been made it is considered an 
assured fact that the work will be begun 
at an early date. 

Every one acquainted with the situation 
knows what an entry into Atlanta would 
mean to the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern and it ts the universal opinion 
of railway men that the road will never 
attain any great measure of success until 
it does enter Atlanta. 

Considerable interest is expressed as to 
how the entry will be made, but it is 
generally thought that an arrangement 
will be made with some of the, roads 
entering Atlanta whereby the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern will obtain track- 
age rights through the city, the use of 
the passenger terminals, and possibly also 
the use of freight terminals, already con- 
structed. Such an arrangement could be 
advantageously made witli either the Sea- 
board Air Line, the Southern or the West- 
ern and Atlantic.

' ARSENIC FACTORIES. 


Habits Acquired by the People Who 
Work in Them. 

Science Gossip: White arsenic fs the 
form in which arsenic is taken by the 
peasants of Styria and the Tyrol. Profes- 
sor Schaligrueber, of Gaetz, was the first 
to call attention to this practice, in a re- 
port whicn he made in 1822 to the Austrian 
government on the cause of the numerous 
deaths. from arsenic poisoning in those 
districts. He found that arsenic was 
kept in most of the houses in Upper 
Styria under ithe name of “hydrach,” 
evidently a corruption of “‘huttenrauch,” 
or furnace smoke. His statements made 
were subsequently confirmed from person- 
al obesrvation by a Dr. McClagan, of Edin- 
burgh, but for many years afterwards 
the arsenic eaters were generally disbe- 
lieved in, and it was not until 1860 tnat 
Cc. Heise published convincing evidence. 

Arsenic is pPincipally eaten by hunters 
and woodcutters, with the object of 
warding off fatigue and improving their 
staying powers. Owing to tae fact that 
ithe sale of arsenic ig illegal ig Austria 
without a doctor’s certificate, it is diffi- 
cult to obtain definite information of a 
habit which is kept as secret as, possible. 
According to a Dr. Lorenzo, in that dis- 
trict, the arsenic is taken fasting, usually 
in a cup of coffee, the first dose bein 
minute, but increased day by day eatil 
it sometimes amounts to the enormous 
dose of twelve or fifteen grains. He 
found that the arsenic eaters were usually 
long-lived, though liable to sudden death. 
‘hey have a very fresh, youthful ap- 
pearance and are seldom attacked by in- 
fectious diseases. 

After the first dose the usual symp- 
toms of slight arsenic poisoning are evi- 
dent, but these soon disappear on con- 
tinuing the treatment. 

In the arsenic factories in Salzberg it 
is stated tnait workmen who are not 
arsenic eaters soon succumb to the fumes. 
The manager of one of these works in- 
formed Mr. Heise that Se had been med- 
ically advised to eat arsenic before tak- 
ing up his position. He considered that 
no one should begin the practice before 
1Z years old nor after 30, and that in any 
case after ) years of age the daily dose 
should be gradually reduced, since other- 
wise sudden death would ensue. If a con- 
lc eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogetner without the drug he tm- 
mediately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
senic poisoning. The only way ‘to ob- 
viate this is gradually to acclimatize the 
system by reducing the dose from day to 
day. As another evidence of the cumu- 
lative properties of arsenic it is interest- 
ing to note that when the graveyards in 
Upper Styria are opened the bodies of 
the arsenic eaters can be distinguished by 
their almost perfect state of preserva- 
tion due to the gradually accumulated 
arsenic.
